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Uncle Ike Will HaOe 

His Coveted Dance.

T HE resignation of John C. Stiooiicr has created a great sensa¬ 
tion. Spooner retires at the age of sixty-four, after sixteen 
years of service as senator for Wisconsin, to resume the prac¬ 
tice of law. He says he owes this to his famliv, not having 
been aide to save enough from his salarv to secure himself and 
family in their accustomed comfort in oldf age. 


Spooner's resignation gives food for thought in more tiuut one 
direction. 


There can be no doubt tliat Senator John C. Spooner is a very 
able man. Together with Aldrich of Rhode Island, Allison of Io*a, 
Lodge of Massachusetts, and Knox of Pennsylvania, he formed a 
group of politicians who until very recently were considered the ad- 
solute leaders of the senate. This group was, and still is, ultra-capi¬ 
talistic. And by Spooner's retirement, the capitalists and the corpora¬ 
tions, no doubt, lose one of their best defenders and representatives. 

And the fact that Spooner was a typical representative of the 
capitalist class does not make him dishonest. As a matter of fact, 
altnough always speaking for the railroads and corporations, he evi¬ 
dently was not the freebooter that some of the other senators are. And 
although a very prominent member of the Millionaires’ club, as the 
senate has rightly been called, he has not become a millionaire himself. 

And that is to his credit. 


But, on the other hand, the working class of this country has no 
reason to chime in with the general cry of lamentation from the capi¬ 
talist press about this resignation. 

The working class of the country loses nothing by Spooner's re¬ 
tirement from the senate. In all his long career. Senator John C. 
Spooner has not helped to enact a single law for th* benefit of the 
proletariat. He has not once raised his voice for the benefit of the 
common people. He has not once used his great talents for the men 
and women who toil with their hands and brains. 

Spooner was a great patriot for the railroad magnates. He was 
• wonderful statesman for the bank presidents. He was a great de¬ 
fender of the class that has money. 

The working people as a whole can only gain by his withdrawal 
from public life. Even though this gain may be only that instead of 
this great defender of the money-bags a man o"f less talent will take his 
place, it will be a gain. 


Besides, there is no doubt in anybody's mind that the railroads 
and the corporations will take good care of their champion. He was a 
corporation attorney and a railroad lawyer before he got into the 
senate, and no doubt he will become one again. 

It is well known that the Hon. Tom Reed of Maine—better 
known as ^te Cxar of the house of representatives—retired .from pub¬ 
lic life for that very purpose. And he succeeded in amassing a 
goodly fortune in about three or four years as the legal representative 
•f railroad and insurance companies. 

We have no doubt that Mr. Spooner will succeed fully as well. 

So there is no use in wasting very much sympathy and sentiment 
•n Mr. John C. Spooner. 


There is another phase which might be considered in this con¬ 
nection. This is, that our representatives in congress cannot save 
anything out of a salary of $7,500 a year. Life m Washington has 
become so expensive and prodigal through the influx of plutocrats who 
want to live at the “blue court” of our republic, that such a paltry 
sum no longer suffices for those who live within the magic circle. 
Qply the election of a couple of hundred Socialists to congress will 
ever change that.

Senator Spooner’s retirement is not altogether voluntary. That 
is, while it is voluntary now, it would surely not have been two 
years hence. In other words. Senator Spooner knew he could not 
be re-elected. His own party in Wisconsin had gotten away from him. 

Spooner had not changed his views in more than sixteen 
years, while the great mass of the Republican voters of this state 
have been strongly tinged with anti-trust, anti-corporation and anti¬ 
railroad sentiment So much so that the re-election of Senator 
Spooner was out of the question. 

Senator Spooner's sun has been setting during the last eight 
years. And he showed that great political shrewdness which has 
characterized him all through his political career by resigning at this 
time. 

• * * 

The question now is, who' is to be his successor ? And even that 
teems to be settled by this time, and settled beforehand. The Hon. 
Isaac M. Stephenson of Marinette, a lumber millionaire, and of late 
• great Half-Breed reformer, will be his successor. 

Isaac M. Stephenson—better known as “Uncle Ike"—is an old 
figure in Wisconsin politics. According to his own statement, before 
be “got religion," be was a member of the worst clinue of Republican 
corruptionists that ever infested this state. SUy-henson became a mil¬ 
lionaire by buying land from Uncle Sam for lumbering purposes. He 
was one of the early lumbering men of Wisconsin. In those early 
days, business and politics had a different aspect It was not con¬ 
sidered “bad business” to buy 20,000 acres bom Uncle Sam and cut 
down the timber on 100,000. There was no one there to stop them. 


Ail of these great lumbermen, the Sawyers, Weyerhaeuser!, 
Stephensons, etc„ were great politicians and wielded a tremendous 
political influence. Stephenson was a congressman, and Sawver 
was United States senator. Together with Spooner they were the 
sovereign rulers of Wisconsin politics. In fact, Spooner had to thank 
Sawyer for his election to the United States senate. 


Just eight years ago Stephenson became ambitious to represent 
Wisconsin m the senate. He had bought his seat in congress, and so 
in the accustomed fashion he attempted to buy a seat in the senate. 
Besides, Sawyer, Pfister, Spooner and the other Stalwart leaders had 
promised him their assistance. * * 


These leaders did not have a very high opinion of Stephenson's 
ability—it it said .that Uncle Ike has not much note literary talent 
• than is required to sign his own name. And b.sides, they preferred 
the millionaire congressman, Joseph Babcock, for the United States 
senate. But in order to give a little better appearance of good faith, 
they put forward the corporation attorney, Joseph V. Quarles, as 
a sort of stalking-horse to tire out Unde Ike and his money. 

Quarles proved to be such a good stalking-horse that he got him¬ 
self elected to the United States senate. Unde Ike was said 
to have spent about $25,000 in cold cash. On the top of this, be paid 
a fine of $300 for refusing to file his expense account. 

Uncle Ike lost faith In politics, friends and the Stalwarts. He 
■wore vengeance, and looked around for a man who was able and

It provides free bathing 
fplaces in summer and skating rinks 
in winter. 

It provides 1,500 band concerts 
ill the parks a year.

Tlie Straggle 
for Existence 


The bill to pledge die state of 
Wisconsin to make an exhibit at 
the Jamestown Exposition and set¬ 
ting'aside $25,000 to defray the ex¬ 
pense, was killed in the Wisconsin 
Legislature, Feb. 28, after a long 
debate, in which the Social-Demo¬ 
crats took an active part. They 
opposed the measure on the grounds 
that the exposition was intended to 
glorify warfare—the wholesale tak¬ 
ing of human life. The bill was de¬ 
feated in the assembly by a vote of 
70 Jo 19. Following is the sjieech 
against the bill made by the Social¬ 
ist assemblyman, Carl D. Thomp¬ 
son of Milwaukee: 

“If this were an appropriation for 
educational, historical, economic, 
commercial or industrial purposes 
we would not object. If it were to 
build better schools and colleges, to 
educate or to uplift our people, or j 
for any purpose that would elevate I 
and purify humanity, then Social¬ 
ists would most heartily support it. 

“But this Jamestown Exposition 
has become chiefly and primarily 
military in its purpose. It is to be 
distinctly and emphatically, accord¬ 
ing to the public statements of those 
who have it in charge, "a GLORI¬ 
FICATION OF WAR.” 

"A recent publication of the bul¬ 
letin of the organization having the 
exposition in charge, says: 

"The exposition will be PRIM¬ 
ARILY a military and naval cele¬ 
bration, commercialism will be rele¬ 
gated to the rear. 

"The bulletin announces thirty- 
eight ’attractions'. Eighteen of thou 
are distinctly military, and the fol¬ 
lowing are samples: 

“ ‘Greatest military spectacle the 
world has ever seen.' 

“ ‘Grandest Haval rendezvous in 
history.' 

" 'International races of submar¬ 
ine worships." 

“ ‘Magnificent Pyrotechnic repro¬ 
duction of war scenes.' 

“ ‘Reproduction of the famous 
battle between the Monitor ond 
Merrimae. ($10,000 has been set 
aside far this event alone.)' 

" ‘Greatest gathering of worships 
in the history of the world.’ 

“‘Greatest array of gorgeous 
military uniforms ever seen. 

“ ‘The grandest military and na¬ 
val celebration ever attempted in 
any age by any nation. 

“ A great tiring picture of war 
with all its enticing splendors ’ 

"Farther on we are told ‘The 
Jamestown Exposition will be a 
continuous and varying scene of 
martial splendor from lieginning to 
end.’ 

"It is perfectly clear, therefore, 
that the main feature of this exposi¬ 
tion is to glorify war, to make it 
seem grand, splendid, enticing. 

“Now. gentemcn. Socialism is op¬ 
posed to war. The Social-Dem¬ 
ocratic movement all over the earth 
is working, voting, hoping, strug¬ 
gling for peace. And because we are 
opposed to war and feel that in this 
enlightened age this relic of barbar¬ 
ism is utterly unnecessary, therefore 
we are absolutely opposed to any 
measure calculated to foster the mil¬ 
itary spirit or to encourage or stim. 
ulate it 

"We are opposed to this appro¬ 
priation because;— 

“I. It » an attempt to foist upon 
our people a monstrous deception. 
This exposition will try to throw 
about war the glint and tinsel of 
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militarism to make it scent glorious 
and exalted. 

"But war is hell, li is wlwlesalc, 
legalized murder. It destroys com¬ 
merce, paralyzes industry, impover¬ 
ishes the people, robs millions of 
men of the richest years of their 
lives. It opens countless graves 
where happy homes should be; fills 
the world with widow.- *nd orphans; 
drenches our fields with blood; 
bathes the world with ivars and fills 
the world with hate. 

"War is hell, and it should never 
be painted otherwise, lie who at¬ 
tempts it. attempts a, i jonstrous lie. 

“II. Again, we Oppose this meas¬ 
ure from another motive. We do 
not want to encourage in any way 
the spirit of war becau-e today with 
the light and knowledge we have 
war is utterly uncalled for and un¬ 
pardonable. -c o. 

"It is said that wCrna inevilable, 
—that we ifiust have *t! now and 
then. But this is mu- only from 
tlie standpoint of capitalism. It is 
true that capitalism cannot live 
without war. But let this have its 
full force and signifiance.

of troops to Central Africa? Simply 
this that the American jteople have 
produced many million- of dollars 
worth of wealth Mch year mure 
tlian they can consume 

“And here is the trinii uncovered. 
And what does it tin an? This.— 
tliat the capitalistic system robs 
those who toil of a large [art of the 
products of their lab- Thus their 
purchasing power ’ i- destroyed. 
They produce two d-llars' worth 
of wealth, but they arc paid bul one. 
Clearly they cannot buy lack as 
much as they have produced. And 
therefore the surplus accumulates. 
And out of this tituam n grows the 
struggle for markets And in this 
struggle for markets i- r industrial 
supremacy, arises the international 
coindications that.lea-1 almost cer¬ 
tainly to wars.

AN UNWELCOME INVESTIGATION!

Assemblyman Thompson has evi¬ 
dently stirred up a hornets’ nest by 
the resolution calling for an investi¬ 
gation oi the Waupaca Soldiers’ 
Home. An investigation had been 
made about a year ago, but it is 
claimed that it was a white-wash. 
Of course, we were not in a position 
to know the facts, but in the inter¬ 
ests of fairness, we consented to in¬ 
troduce a resolution asking for an¬ 
other investigation. This seems to 
have frightened the people who are 
responsible for the management of 
the Ikiihc, and they have appeared 


before the legislature with officials, 
an attorney and a corps of witnesses 
against an investigation. It seems 
pretty well established that there 
are a good many irregularities in 
the management of this home, and 
< it would st ein as though tliat as 
‘ long as there is any degree of ques¬ 
tion about the matter, the members 
of the home ought to welcome an 
investigation in order to clear up all 
doubt. But they do not seem to be 
of this opinion which increases the 
suspicion. 

It is charged that there are cer¬ 


tain species of gran involved in the 
handling of disease-. an<^unfit pro¬ 
visions for the soldiers, that in the 
former investigation witnesses were 
deterred from tcstiinug, and terri¬ 
fied by threat of jlamissal and dis- 
cliargc, that It* home officials 
drew money from the state and na¬ 
tion on lists of nap’.e- when the |'cr- 
sons mentioned were not at live 
home at all. Mar other questions 
have been raised a to)lie manage¬ 
ment of the hon and it would 
seem best that the matter at least 
l>c investigated. 


It Ought to Pass. 

A bill lias been presented to rite 
legislature, at the request of Pres. 
Van Hisc of the Wisconsin Univer¬ 
sity, providing for an appropriation 
of $50,000 for the estab¬ 
lishment of a complete first anj 
second year medical course in con¬ 
nection with the university. The 
university already has an anatomist, 
a physiologist, a bacteriologist, and 
a chemist ami only need; the addi¬ 
tion of a pathologist to have ready 
to hand a complete teaching force 
for tlic proposed medical depart¬ 
ment. Such a school, under state 
auspices, is needed, as it will make 
it possible for Wisconsin boys to 
get a first and second year medical 
course such as they could get scarce¬ 
ly anywhere else in the country, 
and a course for which they could 
afterward get credit for the two 
y ears in most reputable medical col¬ 
leges of the United States.
